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EDITORIAL NOTES 


THE REPARATION PROBLEM 

Prepared by Mary Eastwood, Book Information Section, New York State Library. 

IN VIEW OF THE CRITICAL INTERNATIONAL SITUATION and the compli- 
cations arising from Chancellor Briining’s recent announcement that 
Germany can not continue to pay reparation, a general knowledge of 
the whole reparation problem is essential. The following books deal 
with various aspects of the subject. 

A succinct review of the whole sequence of the events connected 
with reparation payments and war debts, including the Hoover debt 
moratorium, as well as a theoretical analysis of the problem for 
readers with some background in general economics, may be found 
in chapters two and three of Hansen’s study of economic instability. 

Moulton and Pasvolsky have discussed clearly and concisely the 
salient facts concerning international and reparation debts from 
1921 through 1926, during which time a whole series of debt and 
reparation settlements was negotiated. An outstanding feature of 
their work is the inclusion in the appendices of pertinent reparation 
documents and settlement agreements. 

Myers may be read in connection with Moulton and Pasvolsky to 
bring the history of reparations as nearly as possible up to date. The 
valuable handbook covers the Young plan together with the ensuing 
decisions of the Hague conference and includes a chapter on the 
Bank for International Settlements. 

In discussing the world’s economic dilemma, Patterson, in chapter 
eleven, comments simply and illuminatingly on Germany’s economic 
recovery and the way the pressure of reparation payments has in- 
tensified the problem. 
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A timely and important, though partisan, contribution to the sub- 
ject is that of Hjalmar Schacht, former president of the Reichsbank 
and leading German expert at various economic conferences. Schacht 
asserts that “the Treaty of Versailles and the reparations require- 
ments have plunged the world into moral and economic chaos” and 
that “either reparations must be renounced or the German people 
must be enabled to earn reparations.” The book contains valuable 
reference material. 

Sir George Paish, eminent English economist, feels that “the 
present policy of the nations towards Germany is both unwise and 
impracticable” and emphasizes, in his analysis of the world’s troubles, 


the need of the cooperation of all the nations for the common good.

ARTICLES IN PERIODICALS 

Events are moving so rapidly that to keep informed on current 
conditions it is necessary to read magazines and newspapers as well 
as books. Different suggestions and points of view on the reparation 
problem are indicated in the following magazine articles. 

In “A primer for Congress,” concise replies are made to such 
questions as “Why must the United States help to settle the reparation 
problem? Why is it impossible to consider reparations alone, war 
debts alone or currency problems alone? Why must all these things 
be settled as part of a coherent world policy ?” 

Explanation of France’s case and a plea for international co- 
operation in settling the problems of reparations, war debts, tariffs, 
and disarmament are embodied in Sisley Huddleston’s article. 

A review by Thomas W. Lamont of Schacht’s End of reparations 
is a peg on which he hangs an intelligible and reasonable setting 
forth of what should be America’s part in the readjustments neces- 
sary in this economic crisis. 
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“Germany can pay” is based on the premise that not reparations are 
responsible for Germany’s plight, but “prodigal spending” for mil- 
itarism, police, education, theaters; “Germany,” in short, “has enor- 
mous resources and is not in distress.” 

That the gold crisis which has led to an impasse in the reparation 
problem, with England, France and Germany, now offers America 
a great opportunity, is the theme of the paper by William Orton, 
one-time member of the British Ministry of Labor, now professor 
of economics at Smith College. 

Frank H. Simonds, journalist, predicts that neither war debts nor 
reparations will ever be paid, that the Germans will make a final 


repudiation and that there will be a far-reaching liquidation of debts 
of both kinds. ; 


It will be observed that in many books and magazine articles the 
subject of war debts is included with the problem of reparation.

THE GOLD CRISIS 


Prepared by Mary Eastwood, Book Information Section, New York State Library. 


‘AFTER TWENTY MONTHS OF AN ECONOMIC DEPRESSION unparalleled 
in its range and intensity, the world was suddenly, last June, plunged 
into a financial crisis, still confronting us, which is equally without 
precedent both in its severity and in the danger which it threatens. 
The need for action, which was great before, is obviously now im- 
perative. . . . For the next few months at least the main attention 
of the world—in particular, of those countries which, as both the 
principal creditors and the possessors of the bulk of the gold stocks, 
have the principal power—must be concentrated on this financial crisis 
and the remedial measures immediately practicable.’’* 


The gold standard, the world’s supply of gold, the flow of gold, 
these problems with their close relationship to trade and prices, have 
always been the concern of economists. Now the Cassandra predic- 
tions of many of them have come true. Among the more timely dis- 
cussions of the crises and possible solutions presented simply enough 
to appeal to the man in the street, are the following: 


New roads to prosperity is one of the freshest and calmest of the 
analyses of the causes and cures of the world financial crisis. The 
banker-author, Paul M. Mazur, includes two remarkably clear chap- 
ters entitled “The despots: money and gold” and “The gold crisis.” 

In America weighs her gold, J. H. Rogers, Sterling professor of 
political economy at Yale University, tells in a stimulating, provoca- 
tive way of the part played by gold since the outbreak of the World 
War. As he attempts to weigh the roles of the tariffs, trade, credits, 
war debts, the gold standard, etc., he shows that each of them is so 
complicated by the human equation as to be beyond the control of 
the weigher. 


On January 10, 1932, Professor Rogers made an illuminating radio 
address on “International trade balances, gold and prosperity.”” This 
broadcast was sponsored by the National Advisory Council on Radio 
in Education.

Readers desiring a general book on money, its meaning and its 
functions, to use as a background for an understanding of the gold 
crisis, will find Money, by W. T. Foster and Waddill Catchings, a 
comprehensible and interesting treatment. The authors advocate gold 
as a standard and criticize various proposals for substitutes. 

J. M. Keynes’s Treatise on money (2 v. v. 1, The pure theory; v. 2, 
The applied theory. 1930. Harcourt. $8) is highly significant and 
authoritative but too technical for any readers except monetary ex- 
perts and economists.

Five 
cents should accompany requests. 

The price of the pamphlet, She knew Lincoln, by Carter, mentioned in the October
